Three Elba Women Arrested 
On Shoplifting Charges 


Three Elba women were arrested 
last week in Covington County after 
the trio allegedly conducted a shop- 
lifting spree across the county. 

Andalusia police reported that on 
Saturday, Jan. 25, the three women 
left the Howard's store in Andalusia 
without paying for their merchandise 
and were observed by store security.

and approved bills of $13,982.86 and 
instructed city attorney Mark 
Vaughan to begin legal work on 
extending the city limits. Police 
Chief John White reported the state 
highway department was studying 


the problems at the bypass inter- 
sections. 


Councilmen Jack Prescott and 


John W. Sharpless were absent due 


to illness, but a quorum was present 
and voting. 

Vaughan is to draw up paper 
work to be signed by 100 percent of 
the property owners within the area, 
to be added into the city limits. He is 
also to draft a legislative act to 
accomplish the same purpose. The 
signature method requires all 
landowners to agree, while the 
legislative act can be introduced and 
passed with something less than 100 
percent approval. However, the 
proposal must be advertised for four 
weeks in the local newspaper prior to 
being introduced. Mayor Bob 
English noted the plan to take a new 
census and divide the city into voting 
districts requires that any extension 


be done as soon as_ possible; 
therefore, both methods are being 
developed. 

Bids were opened on the pro- 
posed purchase of a new fire truck 
for the Elba Volunteer Fire 
Department, and of the two bids 
received it appeared Harry Harless 
of Birmingham was low at $101, 755. 
The only other bid was from Sunbelt 
‘at $108,877. English noted the 
eomplicated specifications and 
appointed a committee of Mfrs. 
Frances Williams, Mrs. Gladys 
Yelverton, Chief Lloyd Driggers and 
Assistant Chief Larry Goodson to 
study the bids and recommend one 
back to the council ina special Friday 
meeting. 

The same Friday meeting will be 
used to select a street sweeper after 
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English appointed councilman 
Robert Stephens, city clerk Dud 
English and street superintendent 
Curtis Barefoot to study bids by 
Ingram Equipment Co. and Lambert 
Equipment. Ingram was the 
apparent low bidder at $68,356.25, 
while Lambert bid $70,660. 

City officials are a bit cautious 
about the street sweeper, with the 
thought still on their minds of one 
they purchased and had to go to 
court before getting the company to 
take it back, with some cost to the 
city. 


Bills of $13,982.86 were approved 
for payment. They included $1479 
for drainage material at the middle 
school; $900 for sewer solvent; $1700 
for sidewalk improvement and $4300

Assistant fire chief Larry 
Goodson addressed the council and 
reported that a study by the 
department indicated it would cost 
$140,000 to upgrade the fire 
department trucks to the point 
recommended by experts making the 
study for fire insurance ratings. 
This would include the price of the 
new fire truck being considered by 
the council this week. He noted they 
could buy a new truck cheaper but 
they had added some options needed 
to better serve the community. 

Goodson said it was possible with 
proper work and training to get the 
fire rating down from the present 
Class 7 to a Class 4. This he said 


would take several years and 
cooperation between all depart- 
ments. 


Two recently completed training 
courses in the new fire department 
building are a start in that direction, 
Goodson said. More training, 
repairs to some of the older 
equipment and upgrading of the 
water supply are all needed to 
accomplish this goal, he said. 


Commission May Soon Face Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Feb,, 10, at the courthouse in Elba 
and heard a local developer request 


the commission to allow developers, . 


realtors and landowners to provide 
input prior to the adoption of sub- 
division regulations in the county. 

Mr. James Floyd addressed the 
commission and stated he ‘‘shared 
its concern over development in the 
county,”’ 

FLoyd said the rural areas of the 
county should be developed so as not 
to be costly - but complementary - to 
all the county. He suggested that 


developers, realtors and landowners 
be allowed to have input into the 
establishment of regulations 
concerning subdivisions in the 
county. 

The commission agreed the 
developers and realtors could 
provide a valuable insight into the 
actual wording of the regulations and 
agreed to allow the outside interests 
to look at the nroposed regulations 
prior to their adoption. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
reported a recent inspection of the 
county landfill revealed the landfill 
was in full compliance with all state 


environmental regulations. A minor 
erosion problem was __ listed; 
however, Rushing said the problem 
could be worked out, and hinted the 
solution might actually extend the 
life of the landfill’s usefulness. 

The engineer passed out a 
detailed proposal concerning sub- 
division regulations’ and told the 
commission the purpose of the 
regulations was to establish 
minimum standards for construction 
of subdivisions. 

“The regulations give the 
commission a tool with which to 
enforce the construction code,’’ said

Rushing, ‘‘and will protect the 


county from liability.’’ 

The ever-present problem of 
rural garbage pickup again was 
discussed after the commission was 
informed that the garbage collector 
being subsidized $500 a month had 
stopped collecting and had turned 
the business over to another 
contractor, 

The commission was split on the 
future of the rural garbage service, 
with one commissioner advocating @ 
halt to subsidies and an end to 
commission involvement, while 
another commissioner felt the county 
owed it to the rural residents to 
provide the service, and said either a 
contractor or the county itself should 
do the job. 

The commission discussed the 
problem at length and finally voted 
3-2 (Faulk, Bradley and Averett vs. 
Owens and Bryan) to pay the 
contractor the final $500 subsidy it 
had agreed on. The commission took 
no action on the future of the system.

God said in Leviticus 26:21: 
“And if ye walk contrary unto me, 
and will not harken unto me; I will 
bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins.’’ 

You may or may not believe AIDS 
is a plague from God, and! am not 
going to discuss that with you here. 
But, even if it is not, it is certainly 
something to be concerned about.

As of November there have been 
14,519 cases diagnosed, and 7,450 
deaths in the United States accord- 
ing to an NBC news special. The 
breakdown of AIDS cases, according 
to NBC, is: homosexuals - 73 
percent; intravenous drug users - 17 
percent; blood transfusions - three 
percent; heterosexuals - one percent;

No, 
Suicide? No - wrong again. It is 
AIDS. 


Men between the ages of 25 and 
44 in New York City are more likely 
to die of AIDS than any other cause, 
according to the city’s health 
department. Some 226 new cases of 
AIDS were reported there in one 
recent month; in the same month 120 
men died of AIDS. 

There is a way to contro! the 


spread of AIDS, according to U.S. 
Surgeon General C. Everett Koop. 
Dr. Koop said in a recent interview 
with Christianity Today that the 
spread of AIDS can be virtually 
stopped if people maintain faithful, 
monogamous sexual relationships. 

The surgeon general said the 
public’s fears about AIDS are 
warranted. ‘‘The public health 
threat is considerable,’’ he said. 

Even more importantly though 
are these words from the Master: 

“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways, 
then will I hear from Heaven and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land,’’ (II Chronicles 7:14). (Also 
read Ephesians 6:10-18.)

The word ‘‘ordain’’ implies the appointing of, or investin 
with authority, Acts 14:23 tells of Paul and Barnabas: ‘‘when they had 
ordained them elders in every church, and had prayed with fasting, 
they commended them to the Lord, on whom they believed.’’ Acts 6:6 
tells of the appointing of the first deacons, selected by the people, and 
appointed by the apostles, ‘‘whom they set before the apostles: and 
when they had prayed, they laid their hands upon them. 

As toa formal ordination'‘ceremony”’ for ministers, or evangelists, 
however, the New Testament is silent. Acts 13:3 tells of fasting, 
prayer, and the laying on of hands for Paul and Barnabas, but this was 
a kind of blessing of their work by the church at Antioch, and not their 
ordination to preach.

THOUGHTS ON AIDS 


God said in Leviticus 26:21: 
“And if ye walk contrary unto me, 
and will not harken unto me; I will 
bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins.”’ 

You may or may not believe AIDS 
is a plague from God, and I am not 
going to discuss that with you here. 
But, even if it is not, it is certainly 
something to be concerned about. 
That's what I would like to bring to 
our attention today. 

Let me share with you some facts 
that Christians and others should 
certainly be concerned about as I 
read in the National Federation for 
Decency journal. 

As of November there have been 
14,519 cases diagnosed, and 7,450 
deaths in the United States accord- 
ing to an NBC news special. The 
breakdown of AIDS cases, according 
to NBC, is: homosexuals - 73 
percent; intravenous drug users - 17 
percent; blood transfusions - three 
percent; heterosexuals - one percent; 
unknown - six percent. Since that 
report we know there has been a 
great increase. 

Can you guess the leading cause 
ot death for New York City males 


ages 25-44? 
Suicide? No - wrong again. 
AIDS. 

Men between the ages of 25 and 
44 in New York City are more likely 
to die of AIDS than any other cause, 


Accidents? No. 


It is 


according to the city’s health 
department. Some 226 new cases of 
AIDS were reported there in one 
recent month; in the same month 120 
men died of AIDS. 

There is a way to control the 


spread of AIDS, according to U.S. 
Surgeon General C. Everett Koop. 
Dr. Koop said in a recent interview 
with Christianity Today that the 
spread of AIDS can be virtually 
stopped if people maintain faithful, 
monogamous sexual relationships. 

The surgeon general said the 
public’s fears about AIDS are 
warranted. ‘'The public health 
threat is considerable,’’ he said. 

Even more importantly though 
are these words from the Master: 

“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways, 
then will I hear from Heaven and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land.’’ (Il Chronicles 7:14). (Also 
read Ephesians 6:10-18.)

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ANSWERS TO YOUR BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


What does it mean 
for a minister 
to be ordained? 


Most of our religious world puts great stress on the proper. 
ordination of ministers, but when we turn to the Bible, we find that the 
Bible actually says very little about the subject. Under the old 
covenant, there were very elaborate rituals to be followed in ordaining 
priests, including special garments, offerings, and anointing with oil 
9). Under the New Testament, however, 
there is no longer a separate priesthood as there was under the old law. 
ew Testament, we have a ‘‘great high priest,’’ Jesus 
Christ, who urges all Christians to ‘‘come boldly unto the throne of 
grace’’ (Heb. 4:14-16). Peter further points out that all Christians are 

riests before God. ‘‘Ye also, as lively stones, are built op a spiritual 
ouse, an holy gcebeig ar to offer up sacrifices, acceptable 


The word ‘‘ordain’’ implies the appointing of, or investing of one 
with authority. Acts 14:23 tells of Paul and Barnabas: ‘‘when they had 
ordained them elders in every church, and had prayed with fasting, 
they commended them to the Lord, on whom they believed.’’ Acts 6:6 
tells of the appointing of the first deacons, selected by the people: and 
appointed by the apostles, ‘‘whom they set before the apost 
when they had prayed, they laid their hands upon them. 

As toa formal ordination'‘ceremony”’ for ministers, or evangelists, 
however, the New Testament is silent. Acts 13:3 tells of fasting, 
prayer, and the laying on of hands for Paul and Barnabas, but this was 
a kind of blessing of their work by the church at Antioch, and not their 
ordination to preach, They were already preachers. The following 
verse, Acts 13:4, is significant: ‘‘So they, being sent forth by the Holy 
Ghost, departed unto Seleucia."’ Real ‘‘ordination’’ to the ministry of 

Jesus Christ comesonly from the Lord. While 2 Timothy 2:4 mentions 
‘laying on of hands"’ that the evangelist Timothy received, this was for 
Timothy to receive a spititual ‘‘gift,’’ not available to men today. 

The words the New Testament uses to describe the preacher, such 
as evangelist, herald, preacher, and minister, all emphasize the 
‘‘work’’ of the evangelist, or minister, who Paul charged, ‘‘Preach the 
word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
all longsuffering and doctrine’’ (2 Tim. 4:2). Preachers under the new 
covenant are ordained to preach the word by the Lord, not by men. 

The New Testament pattern is the priesthood of all believers. 
Elaborate rituals of ordination are out of keeping with the New 
Testament. The taking of titles, such as ‘‘reverend,’’ are unauthorized 
by the New Testament, and work against the idea of the priesthood of :

Agony claws my mind, I am a 
statistic. When I first got here I felt 
very much alone.

“The proposed cutbacks are in 


next year's budget, so all we can do 
is wait and see what happens. No 
matter what cuts occur, the students 
in the Elba City Schools will continue 
to get a quality education." 

The governor's proposed cut- 
backs are as follows: 
***QTHER CURRENT EXPENSE - 
10 percent - These funds are used by 
local school systems to support 
day-to-day operations and are spent 
for such things as utilities, janitorial 
services, supplies and administrative 
and instructional services. 
***CAPITAL OUTLAY - 10 
percent - These funds are used to 
assist in the costs of construction and 
renovation. 


***TRANSPORTATION - 13.12 
percent - These funds are used to 
reimburse local schools for the cost 
of providing transportation for 
students.

The Elba City School Board 
members heard some good news at 
their February meeting. Supt. C.W. 
Crews told the board members that 
the system was operating in the 
black, thanks to an influx of property 
tax money; and that a payment had 
been made on the money borrowed 
from the bank, 

“We are not out of the woods 
yet,’’ Crews explained. He noted 
that the bulk of the property tax has 
been received and very little more 
will come before next year. 
However, he said his office has 
approved the release of several 
purchase orders for supplies needed 
by the teachers, and things in 
general looked better. 

The school system took in a total 
of $279,664.45 during January, 
which included some $72,000 in 
property tax. Crews said a payment 
of $30,000 had been made to the 
bank in addition to the $1633.32 
interest payment. This cut the debt 
but is a long way,from clearing the 
debt, Chairman Butch Oggs stated,
